sped to! their final reward during 
the pain of the war.that rocked 
the world, more than “ter thousand 
Atlantans thronged streets, sidé- 
walks, windows and roofs in Five 
Points’ neighborhood at high noon 
Thursday, while simple but impres- 
Sive ceremonies were media for the 
expression of tenderly cherished 
memory. 

Despite the magnitude of the gs- 
semblage that surged over ies 
available square inch of standing 
space on the big intersection up 
Marietta beyond Broad, up Peach- 
tree, both ways to Auburn avenue, 
on the north and the viaduct on 
the south, down Edgewood and De- 
catur—there was a silent and re- 
spectful attitude of praise that coms 
pletely permeated the great dem- 
onstration. Gray-haired, bent old 
heroes of the sixties’ blue and gray 
jostled kindly for\ room and some 
sort of vision with ruddy-cheeked 
boys and girls from the grammar 
grades. The occasion was univer- 
sal and all embracing. 

Flag Is Unfuried. 

When, to the inspiring strains of 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” the 
giant garrison flag was pulled to 
the top of the flagpole, and. there 
was unfurled slowly and gracefully 
by a breeze so gentile and effec- 
tive as to seem a specail bit of di- 
vine stagecraft—the crowd stood 
with bared heads. Soldiers in uni- 
form stiffened to the hand salute. 

On the incomplete seventh story 
of a new Peachtree building, two 
workmen stood.at rigid attention, 


their feet planted on the perilous 
edge of a steel girder, thrillingly 


high above the thickly clustered 
people on the streets below. 

The climax of effectiveness came, 
however, when breaths Were caught 
and held with the spell cast on the 
throng when the two regular army 
buglers blew “taps.” The weird, 
halting notes of the army’s most 
solemn strain went straight to the 
hearts of the multitude and acci- 
dentally, but just as fittingly—the 
chorus of negro voices by the flag- 
pole suddenly began a melancholy 
chant which seemed to have been 
set_to the melody of “taps.” 

The speakers of the occasion and 
the distinguished guests sat on a 
platform which had been construct- 


ed on two army trucks and rolled

Cc. F. von Herftmann was found 
in his office late Thursday after- 
noon Wearing an overcoat turned 
up at the collar and a broad grin 
cn his face. “That cold wave we've 
been predicting has arrived—it was 
just a little delayed,” was his greet- 
ing. 7 

“Yes. sir, 38 degrees and frost 
Friday night,” he declared, with evi- 
dent pleasure, “and no sign of rain 
for at least three days. Splendid 
weather,” Mr. von Herrmann’s ju- 
bilation is easily understood. when 
one remembers that he plays 
against the odds of the elements. 
- The weather man says that there 
will be no freezing, but thatedecid- 
edly cooler temperatures will pre- 
Vail through Sunday. “Next week 
is a little far ahead to discuss,” 
he said, “but I believe that this 
snap will moderate by Monday or 
Tuesday, according to precedent.” 

From down in the folds of his 
overcoat, Mr. von Herrmann deliv- 
ered a eulogy upon Atlanta’s superb 
fall weather, declaring that today, 
as well as Saturday and Suntiay, 
will be perfect examples. “There 


will be no extreme wind—just cool 


breezes from the northwest.” 

The traffic officer at Marietta 
and Broad last evening was also 
enveloped in an overcoat, but dif- 
fered a bit on the. subject of 


breezes. “You say northwest 
breezes!” he snappéd. “A west Ma- 
rietta gale I call it.’ 

On November 3, 0.24 inches of rain 
fell, which constitutes the tetal for 
the month to date. With a high 
Water mark of 57 inches already 
credited locally, Mr. von Herrmann 
states that a drouth for the remain- 
der of the year would. reduce the 
record to normal. 

Decline in temperatures, clear 
weather and moderate breezes are 
forecasted for the South Atlantic 
States generally. 


STATE “DRY” LAW 
NOT SUPERSEDED 
BY U.S. AMENDMENT 


Georgia’s prohibition law is not 
supersed by the elighteenth 
amendment, but congress and the 


states have concurrent jurisdiction, 


according to a decision rendered 
Thursday by the supreme court of 
the state in the case of Jones vs. 
Hicks from the city court of Macon. 

“The powers of congress and the 
states are equal,” read the deci- 
sion in affirming the verdict of 
the lower court, “and may be con- 


currently exercised ip their legiti-. 


mate spheres.” 

The plaintiff in this case was 
arrested on a bench ‘\warrent is- 
sued by Judge Guerry on a charge 
of “violating the prohibition ‘Ss 
Habea® corpus proceedings were in-

James M. Means, transportation $u- 
perintendent of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, October 
13, was acquitted Thursday after- 
noon by a jury in the criminal di- 
vision of the Fulton superior court, 
after the jury had been out about 
an nour and a half, during which 
time they ate lunch. The case went 
to the jury at 1:15 and they delib- 
erated until 2 o’clock, when Judge 
John D. Humphries, who was pre- 
siding in the case, ordered them out 
to lunch. As soon as the jurors 
returned to the courthouse shortly 
before 3 o'clock, the verdict was 
made. ; 

The trial of Knight consumed two 
days. When the verdict was re- 
turned the defendant received it 
ealmly. His wifa was with him at 
the time. He thanked the jurors 
as they filed out of the jury box. 

The statement made by Knight 
late Wednesday evenine was his 
orly defense. No witnesses were 
introduced by the defendant. The 
defense claimed that the shooting 
was accidental and was committed 
when Means attempted to take from 
Knight a pistol, which the latter 
had drown out of his pocket and 
had turned on himself. 

Attorneys Murphy Holloway and 
Walter A. Sims, who represented 
the defendant, made their argu- 
ments Thursday morning. Mr. 
Hoiloway relatgd the events lead- 


ing up to the killing. He told the 
jury that if the witnesses told the 
truth regarding the relative posi+ 
tions of Knight and Means in the 
latter’s office the day of the shoot- 
ing, that the shooting could not 
mo gt been otherwise than acciden- 
a

The state’ contended that Knight 
drew his pistol and deliberately shot 
Means and that it was a case of 
cold-blooded murder. Solicitor 
John A. Boykin represented the 
state.

ORDER TO PROVOKE 
WAVE OF LITIGATION 


Manufacturers of Cereal 
Beverages Have Com- 
plained Agajnst Tremen- 
dous Growth of Brewing 
as a Home Industry. 


Washington, ‘November 11.—(By 


the Associated Press.)—Home brew- 


ing was brought actively under the 
prohibition ban: today when it was 
learned that enforcement officials 
had ruled against the sale of hops 
and malt to ers than bakers apd 
confectioners. . Great .secrecy sur- 
rounded the prohibition bureau’s ac- 
tion, but it was ascertained defi- 
nitely that such instructions had 
been issued. 

, Details of the order were lacking. 
The only admission .made by pro- 
hibition officials in the absence of 
Commissioner Kramer was that the 
Volstead act had been construed to 
mean that the sale of hops and malt 
as component parts of home-made 
beer were without the pale of the 
law ang their sale must- stop. En- 
forcement officials throughout the 
country have been. notifted of the 
government’s determination, but 
they. have not been supplied with 
the technical language of the de- 
cision. 

_it Is Up te Houston. 

The construction of the law which 
resulted in the new order was made 
nearly two months ago. . At that 
time officials having it in charge 
started a documgnt through the reg- 
ular procedure from which _ it 
emerges as a treasury decision... But 
it has not yet been approved by Sec- 
retary Houston... Further than te 
admit existence of the proposed 
treasury ruling, . officials: declined 
to discuss it. 


Emphatic denial was made to the 
report that the bureau had gonsid- 
ered or had ‘included*in the order 
other .articles used in home brew- 
ing. Officials likewise deniéd that 
provision was to be made for the 
licensing of even the bakers and 
confectioners, apparently the only 
Persons who will be able to pur- 
chase hops and malt. , 

There were persistent rumors at 
both the prohibition and inter- 
nal revenue headquarters that 
scores of complaints had come from 
\the manufacturers of cereal bever- 
ages, containing less than one half 
of one per cent of alcohol, against 
the tremendous growth of brewing 
as a home industry. On this phase 
of the situation, officials also re- 


fused comment.- It was understood, 
however, that the beverage manu- 
facturers had based a compiaint on 
@ steady but rapid decrease in their 
‘sales which they charged to the

REDEROSS HEADS: 


ARE DISAPPOINTED 


Are Well Dressed, Fail 
to Contribute — Atlanta 
Is Behind on Fitst Day’s 
Work. | 


That the results of the first day’s 
work of enrolling members in the 
fourth annual Red Cross roll call 
were extremelygilisappointing, was 
anwounced last night by Jullan V. 
Boehm, president of the Civitan 
club and general chairman of the 
enrollment, 

Mr. Boehm gave out the following 
statement: : 

“The work of the women solicit- 


ing members, a the generous pub- FP 


lic spirlt of t women who en- 
rolled ‘as members, were the only 
thing that saved the first day of 
the roll call from failure. 

“Apparently, there are thousands 
of men in Atlanta who cannot give 
a dollar for a year’s membership 
in the Red Cross. They are well- 
dressed and look well fed and well 
groomed, but when asked to join 
the Red Cross they solemnly affirm 
that they haven't a dollar. 

“It was a striking contrast be- 
tween these men and the wonien 
and girls who were canvassing in 
the stores and offices. In almost 
nine cases out of ten ‘they gladly 
gave a dollar. for a membership in 
the Red Cross, and they did not 
claim to be ‘dead broke.’ 

Has Led South Before. 

“Atlanta heretofore has always 
led the south in the three preced- 
ing Red Cross roll calls, but we 
are. going to fetch up at the foot of 
the list unless we get a better re- 
spons@&on Friday and Saturday than 
we got on Thursday. Cities like 
Augusta, Macon, Montgomery and 
Jacksonville, with a half or a third 
of-our p@pulation, are going to beat 
us. Atlanta fis the general south- 
ern headquarters of the Red Cross. 
The scope of Red Cross work for 
public health and along other line: 
is bigger here than in any south- 
ern city. During the War all At- 
lantans had an opportunity of ob- 
serving the magnificent work of the 
Red Cross among the men in uni- 
form. Surely no soutBern city is 
in a position to appreciate the Red 
Cross so much as Atlanta.

In a three-page story, the paper 
announced that the mystery of the 
last that killed nearly 40 persons 
and injured 150 more, had been 
“solved.” The theory advanced was 
that the death wagon in which the 
bomb had exploded had not been 
; Bent into the financial district to 
terrorize “the capitalistic class,” but 
it had been intended as a reprisuhl

tyranny. The buildings trades graft 
was responsible for thecrime. The 
Evening World does not charge the 
union, as a union, with responsibil- 
ity. It was the work of individ- 
uals, possibly inside the union, pos- 
sibly the work of sympathizers. 

“Further proofs are presented that 
the wrath and resentment of these 
working men and their fellows who 


}avert vagrancy and starvation in 
days of overflowing labor opportu- 
nity was centered not only on their 


arch oppressor, Robert P. Brindell, 
dictator of the building trades coun- 
cil, but upon house wrecker con- 
tractors.” 

The police and agents of the de-

This man, at whom three Shots 


were fired one night in October, 
the story declared, was Raymond 
Clark, chief foreman of a gang of 
house wreckers who were tearing 
down the stock exchange annex. 
Clark, it continues, is a “Brindell 
lieutenant,” though employed by a 
firm of building contractors. ; 

“Within the present week.” the 
story continued, “The Evening 
World has found two business men 
of high standing ‘to whom Clark 
told it the afternoon of the ex- 
plosion, and to whom he mentionec 


it again when explaining to — 


the attempt to assassinate him thre 
weeks ago. And so certain ive 
these two business men of the jus- 
tification for Clark’s, frightened si- 
lence that they would not talk to 
the investigator at all until they 
had a promise guaranteed by high 
er authority than that of the re- 
porter that their names would not 
be published.” 


Shooting of Clark. 


It told of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the shooting of Clark. The 
foreman was accompanied on the 
night of October 17 by a foreman 
subordinate, James Reilley. Coming 
out of the garage at Reilley’s Long 
Island city home, where. it was 
quite dark, the two were confront 
ed without warning by three stran- 
gers, one of whom asked: 

“Which of you is Reilly?” 

“I’m Reilly,” was the reply of the 

assistant foreman. 


“Then you are CSlark?” sharply 


interrogated the first speaker. 

“I’m Clark,” answered the man 
who had repeated the tale of the 
cart driver. 

Instantly the shots rang out, 
Clark fell to the ground, and before 
either he or-his companion could 
recover from the shock of the sud- 
den attack, the gunmen had es- 
caped. 

A heavy, old-fashioned watch in 
Clark’s lef breast pocket saved his 
Hite by deflecting the firet™bullet. 
A second grazed his shoulder, while 
the third went’ wild. 


No Tangible Clue. 
Washington, November 11.—Fed- 


eral agents have developed no evi- 
dence, department of justice offi- 
cials said tonight. as to the Wall 
street bomb explosion tending to 
substantiate the solutiom of the 
mystery published today by The 
New York Evening World, and link- 
ing the explosion with the “build- 
ing trust graft” under investigation 
in that city. 

Robert T. Scott, assistant to the 
attorney general, said that agents 
of the department working on the 
explosion had not found thus far 
any tangible clue having any bear- 
Ing in the direction suggested by 
the newspaper. The government 
still hopes to solve the problem, he 
added, but its expectations lay in 
another direction, if the criminals 


ever are found.

launch upon‘an undertaking that 
would prove a testimony to their 
faih in God and love for His 
service. 

He urged that, as we have noth- 
ing today but is rooted in the 
affairs of the past, so that the fu- 
ture may be well, we should devote 
ourselves to the things that make 
for good civilization for tomorrow. 

Dr. H. N. Snyder, associate direc- 
tor of the Christian education move- 
ment and president of Wofford col- 
lege, was introduced to speak of the 
objectives of the great plan. Dr. 
Snyder said, in part: 

“This movement, which is one au- 
thorized by the general conference, 
and is but the second half of the 
great centenary program, is church- 
wideand loca] in its interests, and 
will prove intensely so. Our first 
great effort will be to get the mes- 
sage to the hearts of our people, 
that there may be born a conviction 
as to what we want to do and ought 
to do, with a consequent faith and 
determination to do what Wwe want 
and ought to do, consecrating our 
substance to it. 

Beneficiaries of Movement. 

“Beneficiaries of this movement 
will be our institutions for training 
Christian workers and ministers, our 
89 institutions of learning, and pro- 
viding such endowments as will‘en- 
able us to secure proper men for our 
professorships, Thisis a most diffi- 
cult thing to do, as no man has 
a righttosit in a professorial chair 
- who has not had a definite religious 
expreience. We wantto give an ad- 
equate conception of Christian edu- 
cation and correlate and co-ordinate 
all our existing educational agencies. 

“The highest objective in mind is 
to deepen the spiritual life of our 
pepole, overcome the blasphemous 
heresy of lost faith and lead owr 
people to a realization that Christian 
educationisfor aking of a man for 
service.” 

Dr. A. F. Watkins, president of 
Millsaps college, Jackson, Miss., 
spoke of the compelling appeal of 
the great Christian education move- 
ment, 
the most wonderful thing in the 
world, since by it a modicum of in- 
formation is given whereby strength 
of mind is developed to enable it 
to draw an inference. The differ- 
ence in ideals of education, he urged, 
constitutes the great difference in 
education. He thought that educa- 
tion should not only train the mind 
and hand and body, but also should 
reach the heart and incline the life 
to be of service to humanity, rather 
than only for selfish interests ex- 
clusively. > 

Dr. W. B. Beauchamp, director 
general] of the centenary movement, 
spoke of the part in the centenary 
‘program occupied by the education 
movement. He declared the same 
cries of inauspiciousness that con- 
fronted the leaders in the cente- 
nary work now confronts the leaders 
in the educational undertaking, but 
denied the truth of the cries. “The 
Southern Methodist denomination 
has never faltered in the face of a 
difficult task,” he said, “and this 
Christian education movement is to 
uS a divine comand that no reces- 
sional b eplayed, but that we ad- 
vance with faith, courage and conse- 
cration to the, completion of the 
magnificent program, not only in- 
creasing the intrinsic spiritual val- 
ues and educational ideals in the 
homes, but also overcoming’ the 
dearth of untrained ministers in our 
connection.”

seeks to inspire, and Mrs. L. G. 
Johnson, of,Griffin, who is a lay 
member-of the conference and prom- 
inent in woman’s work the 
church, spoke of the results of the 
movement as affecting the work of 
the Woman’s council. 


Dr. Bennett declared the purpose 
of the great movement to be simply 
to unite knowledge and vital piety, 
and to seek to procure trained 
workers for the ever-enlarging 
work demanded of southern Metho- 
dists. He gave special emphasis to 
the need of traineu. Christian work- 
ers, stating that the southern Meth- 
odist connection now employs 1,066 
supplies, 42 of which are in this 
conference. . In India, he stated, 150,- 
000 converts are denied admittance 
into the churches annually, for 
lack of trained teachers and work- 
ers to care for them. 


Mrs. Johnson said she. at first 
feareqd to speak on the subject of 
Christian education, but now felt in- 
spired by the changed facial ex- 
pressions of the conference mem- 
bers. She quoted a German proverb, 
“whatever you would have in a na- 
tion, put it into your schools,” and 
told of her personal observation in 
Belgium a year ago, in which she 
Saw a wonderful contrast between 
the fruits of German education and 
that of America. It that unhappy 
land she saw where Germans had 
devastated the country and ravished 
the people, and where Americans 
} were making every effort to restore 
them to their former living and 
make them contented. 

Mrs. Johnson urged eloquently that 
the education movement be made a 
success for the sake of the young 


| 


of America. She svrated that 85 per 
cent of our teachers are women, 
most of whom have not received 
adequate training, yet were in posi- 
tion to vitally influence the life and 
character of our coming genera- 
tions. She pleaded that the move- 
ment can be made a suecess, and re- 
minded th miisters that as it was 
expected of them that they keep 
up the morale o fthe country during 
the war, they carry on and keep up 
the morale of the Methodists in this 
enlarged and unselfish undertaking.

At the Thursday night sitting of 
the conference the largest audience 
yet attending was preseht to wit- 
ness the inauguration of the eat 
See movement in north Geor- 
gia. .

Neither body may es- 
tablish any particular religious 
creed or penalize anyone for be- 
longing to or not belonging to any 
religious denomination. , 

Control of the Roval Irish constab- 
ulary and the metropolitan police 
of Dublin would be transferred by 
the imperial parliament to the Irish 
parliament three years after, the 
act comes into operation. 

Powers reserved to the imperia] 
parliament embraces the crown, 
peace and war, foreign affairs, 
army and navy, coinage, defense, 
treason, trade outside of Ireland, 
postoffice, navigation, including 
mercha hipping, wireless and ca- 
bles and follection of income and 
excess profits taxes.

HEALTH TALKS

WEAK AND STRONG EYES. 


Eyes which are clear and free 
from redness or congestion are not 
necessarily np — in the sense 
of having good vision. 

A nek many readers ask wheth- 
er boric acid solution or some other 
medicament applied to the eyes will 
“strengthen” the eyes. 

Scie (formerly called boracic) 
acid dissolved -in water freshly 
boiled, say about half an ouhce in 
a pint of boiled water, makes an an- 
tiseptic and comparatively non-irri- 
tating solution for bathing the eyes 
or dropping in the eyes, provided 
there is need for an antiseptic. In 
many acute inflammations of the 
eyes or eyelids, or rather the lining 
of the eyelids, there is need for an 
antiseptic and the boric acid solution 
may be freely and frequently applied 
for days or weeks in such cases, 
with benefit and comfort. But it is 
futile to apply antiseptics to the eyes 
over prolonged periods, and, in my 
judgement, even boric acid solution 
should not be used for more than a 
few weeks, unless by direction of 
the oculist. 

It is unnecessary and inadvisable 
to apply any drops or wash to the 
eye habitually or daily. If there is 
foreign matter in the eye or under 
the eyelid it may be washed out by 
gently pouring over the eyeball, 
while the eyelids are held open, a 
comfortably warm solution of a 
heaping teaspoonful of common salt 
in a pint of boiled water from a 
spoon or from a blunt medicine drop- 
per. The purpose of the salt is sim- 
ply to render the liquid about the 
same saltiness as the tears and 
hence non-irritating. Plain water 
smarts the eyes, whereas this “nor- 
mal salt solution” does not. The salt 
has no medicinal virtue aside from 
this. 

Many solutions are marketed un- 
der extravagant claims for strength- 
ening the eyes. Then, too, there is 
an absurd notion that eyesight may 
be strengthened or the eyes may be 
strengthened (in appearance) by 
certain exerc&ses. I am a great be- 
liever in exercise as a remedy, when 
exercise is intelligently employed. I 
can assure the reader that there can 
be no more valuable exercise for the 
eyes than reading, looking at things, 
and—yes, yes, looking at things easy 
to look at, beautiful things, I mean, 
natural or human, if you follow me. 

In various nasal troubles, such as 
overgrowth or thickening of the lin- 
ing of the nose or of th¢ turbinate 
bodies of the nasal chambers, the 
eyes are likely to be red or congest- 
ed. In inflammations or infections 
of the air spaces (sinuses) of the 
skull, the eyes are often affected, in 
looks as well as in function. A great 
many individuals have low-grade 
chronic inflammations of the lining 
of the eyelids, which cause redness 
of the eyes. Finally, defects of vis- 
ion produciing eyestrain may cause 
redness of the eyes. It is idle to 
think of “strengthening” such eyes— 
the individual trouble must be rem- 
edied in each case.

Eezema About the Nostrils. 

Our son, aged 9 years, is troubled 
considerably with a kind of eczema 
about the edges of the nostrils. Has 
diet anything to do with such a con- 
dition? He eats a great deal of 
candy and sweets.—(Mrs. W. H.) 

Answer—More likely there is some 
abnormal condition within the nose 
requiring treatment. Wicks of gauze 
saturated with this ointment may be 
inserted in the nostrils at night: 
Ichthyol, 1 dram; lanolin, 4 drams; 
petrolatum, 3 drams. 

Kidney Stones. 

An X-ray examination showed that 
I have two stones in the left kidney. 
Please advise me about having an 
operation. Can one live with only 
one kidney? Is this the trouble 
5. nd called gallstones?—(Mrs. 


Answer—Stone in the kidney is 
very different from gallstone (stone 
in the gall sac). I know of no ef- 
fective remedy other than operation. 
The kidney is not necessarily re- 
moved—the stones are removed. I 
know several persons who have lived 
and remained well for many years 
after removal of one kidney.

It may be in- 
dignant reproach, it may be ob- 


| scurity. 


“The echo of the last gun on 
Armistice day had hardly died in 
the ear of a grateful world before 
the evil voices of calumny and slan- 
der broke forth with a license which 
brought the blush to the sacred 
right of free speech. The sup- 
pressed spoke with increased mal- 
ice; the prudent and cautious of 
the preceding days became bold and 
insolent, 

“Triumph and party and further- 
ance of personal ambition were 
placed above the obligations in- 
curred by the war to our associates 
in war and the world. Selfishness 
in the individual was appealed to. 
The new appeal was to the worst 
that was in human nature. The 
voice of reason and justice was 
drowned by the voice of selfishness 
and envy gave its added force. We 
stand today discredited in the eyes 
of the world.” 

In his eulogy of President Wilson 
Judge Cobb spoke of the _ voice 
which sounded above the tumult of 
“contrary sounds manufactured for 
& purpose.” The voice of Wood- 
row Wilson, which still sounds in 
the ear of every true American who 
has not been deceived or misled, he 
said, ““it was this voice that called 
our soldiers and sailors to service 
at home and abroad,” he said, “and 
all the people to service in the cause 
which has at its foundation the 
most worthy of motives. It was 
this voice that inspired our fight- 
ers and animated the rest of us to 
cheer and support those who went 
to battle. 

“My friends, you know the voice; 
it could be none other than the 
voice of Woodrow Wilson. Above 
the tumult of contrary sounds man- 
ufactured for a purpose, the voice of 
Woodrow Wilson still sounds in the 
ear ef every true American who 
has not been deceived or misled. 

“The holy cause to which he ded- 
feated his life, still lives, though 
his body be stricken and his limbs 
refuse to perform their function, 
his brain remains clear and his soul 
in its inspiration is as pure and 
as noble as it was when we fol- 
lowed him as a leader through the 
privation, sacrifice and death which 
war entailed. There are those of 
us in this broad land who followed 
him in war, followed him in his ef- 
forts for peace, who will follow him 
in the remaining months of his pub- 
lic service and into retirement, 
watching and waiting upon his ev- 
ery word until his voice shall be 
silenced. We will do this becduse, 
in time of stress, he brought us to 
our best. 

“Denounce him as an idealist if 
you will, but remember that ideal- 
ism never admits of despair. Hope 
is the handmaid of idealism. Hope 
is not easily destroyed.”

For the Next Annual Con- 
vention—President Per- 
ry Urged Choice of At- . 
lanta. 


Washington, November 11.—The 
National Association of Railway and 
Utilities commissioners today unani- 
mously selected Atianta, Ga. @s the 
place for the next annual conven- 
tion, beginning on the second Tues- 
day in October, 1921. 

The convention, in selecting At- 
lanta, adopted a recommendation of 
a committee which declared: 

“It is urged with force that a 
meeting at some point in the south 
is desirable to extend the interest 
in anu Knowledge of the associa- 
tion to that section of the country. 
The election of a southern member 
as president makes such & course 
especially appropriate for this next 
annua] meeting.” 

President-elect Perry, who is a 
member of the Georgia commission, 
in urging the selection of Atlanta, 
promised the members a most cor- 
dia: reception and said that not only 
Georgia, but the entire south would 
appreciate their meeting there. 

State railway and utility commis- 
sioners in their annual convention 
here today adopted a resolution 
asking the interstate commerce 
commission for a conference to de- 
fine the relative authority of the 
state commissions and the federal 
commission under the transporta- 
tion act. - 

The resolution as adopted said: 
“In order that the maximum bene- 
fits may.be derived from the co-op- 
erative provisions of the transpor- 
tation act, it is desirable that it 
should be understood in what classes 
of cases co-operation between state 
and federal authorities is deemed 
feasible by the interstate commerce. 
commission and in respect to each 
such class of cases whether by joint 
conference or joint hearing, and un- 
der what rule of procedure such 
conferences or hearings may be ini- 
tiated and carried forward.” 

Other resolutions adopted includ- 
ed authorization for the appointment 
of a committee of seven on litiga- 
tion to represent the state commis- 
sions in any matters arising in 
which they may be interested, and 
for a committee of three to make 
a general survey and digest of laws 
creating utility corporations and 
to ‘make recommendations to the 
next convention.

New York, November 11—If Yale’ 
has read the handwriting.on the 
wall, and detected the fact that 
Princeton is nong too strong on de- 
fense against the forward passing 
game, and moreover, that, Harvard 
did not offer any, great resistance to 
Princeton’s passes, she will have 
spent all of this week in perfectsng 
the overhead game, both from an 
offensive and defensive standpoint. 

Ten days ago it certainly seemed 
as though Yale’s chances could not 
be considered nearly as good as they 
were last year. Half the team was 
crippled and things were going 
badiy. Yale partisans were in the 
dumps of despair, and although the 
patcne@-up teams showed an une- 
qualled fighting spirit and the old 
bulfdog tenacity, things looked any- 
thing but promising. What Yale did 
with West Virgnia, in comparison 
with Princeton, was an encouraging 
feature. The Princeton-Harvard 
contest, though, gave all an oppor- 
tunity to see how good Princeton 
was. It left the Princeton men con- 
fident of a victory over Yale; the 
Yale men blue with depression on 
account of Princeton’s excellent play. 

Tigers May Sweep. 

Princeton may sweep Yale off her 
feet by the fiercaness of its playing 
in the early part of the game. This 
had its effect on Harvard, and the 
Princeton team of this eyar is one 
of the hardest playing teams of the 
season. The fact that it had the 
game snatched out of its hands at 
Cambridge will make it even more 
aggressive for the Yale contest. It 
should be a much better game than 
was looked for two weeks ago, and 
will be as productive of thrills as 
have al] Princeton-Yale games in the 
past. The odds still favor Prince- 
ton, but the possibilities as outlined 
above must be taken into serious 
consideration, and week at forward 
passing and defense to it, will cer- 
tainly put Yaleintoafar better po- 
sition than she has been. 

The coming Pennsylvania-Dart- 
mouth game at Philadelphia has 
gained a great deal of interest 
through the excellent showing of 
the Red and Blue against Pittsbug. 
It seemed like a rejuvenated Penn 
team and, Warner’s men were fortu- 
nate, through the brilliancy of Tom 
Davies, to get away with a victory. 

Dartmouth’s decisive deefat of 
Cornel will make it the favorite, 
but not by any such margin as 
would have been anticipated from 
the trouncing that Virginia Mili- 
tary academy and Penn State admin- 
istered to Heisman’s team.

Ad Club to Renew Efforts to 
Raise $40,000 Fund to 
Advertise State.

The recent reaction of business 
from a sellers’ to a buyers’ market 
was analyzed Thursday at the 
luncheon of the Atlanta Advertising 
club by Herbert Choate, treasurer 
of the J. K. Orr Shoe company, in 
an interesting address. 


Another feature of the session of 
the club was the pledge of the mem- 
bership to renew their efforts for 
the attainment of /the $40,000 goal, 
of Fulton county in the “advertise 
Georgia’ movement. 

Mr. Choate traced the recent sit- 
uation in the American business 
world, when, he said, the prime fac- 
tors were production and transpor- 
tation and there was competitive 
buying rather than competitive sell- 
ing. “The best salesmen,” he said, 
“were getting to be those who were 
handiest with pen and pencfl, a 
mere matter of facility in getting 
orders down on paper. Verily, the 
pen was mightier than the spiel.” 

In speaking of the recent break 
which has come into the country’s 
markets, with its relation to the pe- 
riod of inflation, Mr. Choate said, 
“our present situation has come 
about largely from a state of mind 
and only to a limited extent from 
underlying basic conditions. While 
values were greatly inflated and 
while there was inevitably to be a 
turning point, there was yet a tre- 
mendous money circulation and the 
latent purchasing power of the in- 
dividualh had not at the time of the 
initial break become appreciably 
diminished.” 

The speaker paid tribute to Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey because of 
the chief executive’s resistance ol 
the proposal to close down the cot- 
ton gins. 

“Here in the south we are threat- 
ened with a kind of hysteria which 
clamors for forms of relief that 
would serve only to aggravate the 
Situation and advertise our incom- 
petency; measures that are unsound 
and unreasoning, if not positively 
immoral, that would place our sec- 
tion on a par with Mexico and South 
America in time of revolution,” he 
continued. “I refer particularly to 
the proposal to close down the cat- 
ton gins of the south and to its com- 
panion piece, the proposed morato- 
rium.” 

After the presentation of the 
project to the attention of the mem- 
bers by Harry Goodhart, chairman 
for the county, thé gathering vol- 
unteered its heartiest and most ac- 
tive efforts toward the success of 
the “advertise Georgia” enterprise.

Peculiar Actions of E. L. 
Wardlow Leads to Arrest 
by Bibb Authorities. 


Macon, Ga., November 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A certified public account- 
ant who is doing work for some of 
the best known firms in Macon, and 
who was alleged to have had rooms 


in practically all the hotels in Ma- 
con, was booked at police headquar- 
ters at 7 o’clock tonight as a™“‘peep- 
ing Tom.” 

The man gave the name of E. L. 
Wardlow, and his card, which was 
presented to Detective C. L Mor- 
ris, who made the,arrest, showed 
that he was district supervisor of the 
public accounting firm of Woolf & 
Co., of 1512 Candler building, At- 
lanta. The cards show that this 


firm is the successor of Baker, Va- 


ler & Woolfe. 

It is alleged that Wardlow used 
a gimlet, making small peek holes 
through the doors of the rooms he 
occupied, giving him observation 
into the adjoining rooms. In a 
number of cases the police claim 
these adjoining rooms were occu- 
pied by women. 

The police claim to have caught 
Wardlow in the act this afternoon 
and after he arrived at police head- 
quarters they took a gimlet from 
his pocket which they allege was 
used in boring the holes. Wara- 
low had made several efforts to slip 
this from his pocket while being es- 
corted to police headquarters, the 
detective asserts. ‘ 

In the investigation that followed 
the booking of Wardlow it was dis- 
covered that Wardlow occupied 
rooms at the Hotel Dempsey, the 
Hotel Dinkler, Hotel Lanier and 
Hotel Macon. He told the police 
that his wife was residing here 
with him at the Hotel Macon. 

He offered no explanation for his 
queer actions when taken into cus- 
tody and the police are at a loss 
to understand whether he had other 
objects in view further than that of 
“peeping.” 

Several rings and other articles 
are said to have been missed re- 
cently from the different hotels of 
the city. Three women reported 
to the hotel management at the 
Lanier and Dinkler this afternoon 
that this man opened the door to 
their rooms and walked in yester- 
day, He left in @6ach case after 
making a survey of the premises 
and offered no apology or explana- 
tions. 

At the Hotel *Lancre persons who 
were watching Wardlow’s actions 
yesterday observed that he entered 
a room occupied by Deputy Sheriff 
Lane. Mullally on one occasion. At 
the hotel he is said to have bolted 
into a woman's room and then car- 
ried off the key which- had been 
left hanging on the outside of the 
door. He spoke not a word to tne 
woman who was inside. This key 
wa sfound:in a room that Wardlow 
occupied later in the afternoon at 
another hotel. 

A checking up of the hote} reg- 
isters of the city showed that Ward- 
low had been .entering rooms pro- 
miscuously in more than one hotel 
a day for some time. On each 
instance it was found on investiga- 
tion, there were holes bored through 
the doors leading into other rooms. 
The holes were about five feet from 
the floor to enable him to peep 
through without stooping. 

Friends who obtained Wardlow’'s 
release tonight on bond claimed 
that they knew Wardlow had been 
shell-shocked whilein the world war 
as a member of the British army, 
and declared his mind must be un- 
balanced, They will endeavor to 
send him back to Atlanta for treat- 

Wardlow formerly sang in the 
ment. 
choir at-Christ church in Macon 
and at one time also sang in West- 
minster abbey, London. 


The name of E. L. Wardlow does 
not appear in the telephone book 
nor in the directory, and the po- 
lice here say they have received no 
information in regard to the case 
from the Macon department.

Extracts From Text. 


Extracts from the text of Judge 
Morris’ decision follow: 

A contract so constituted shows an es- 
sential object and purpose immeasurably 
broader than the mere purchase and sale 
‘of syrup. That result is the sale and pur- 
chase of a potential business and the es- 
tablishment of an actual business. In the 
transaction, property rights passed from 
the Georgia corporation to the bottlers. A 
sufficient consideration for this sale is the 
establishment by the purchaser of the plant 
or plants requisite to supply the demand of 
the specified territory. This has been done. 

The secret process or formula, having a 
value only so long as it should be kept 
secret and the probability of its public dis- 
closure increasing with the increase in the 
number of persons to whom it might become 
known by disclosures in the course of bus- 
iness, the Georgia corporation probably elim- 
inated from consideration any question of an 
assignment of the secret precess or formula 
to Whitehead and Thomas for use by them 
to the extent of their business needs in the 
manufacture of Coca-Cola ‘syrup for bottling 
purposes. Had it adopted this method it 
could have sold, either for a consideration 
then paid, or upon a royalty basis, the se- 
cret process for use in making Coca-Cola 
syrup for bottling purposes. 

Secret Not Sold. 

Such a sale could not have been accom- 

lished, as appears fram the authorities 

ereinbefore referred to, by a covenant pre- 
venting the future use of the formula for 
making the syrup for bottling purposes by 
the Georgia corporation, its successors and 
assigns, and by a grant of the sole and ex- 
clusive right to use the trade-mark and trade 
mame upon the bottle product in the pre- 
scribed territory. Such a sale would have 
carried with it all rights of the Georgia 
corporation in the potential bottling busi- 
ness. This method was, however, not adopt- 
ed by the parties, for the Georgia corpora- 
tion retained the secret and consequently 
| the legal title thereto. 

The owner of such potential business 
could, however, by contract, based upon a 
valuable consideration, and without the sale 
of the process, confer upon a vendee all 
rights which it, the vendor, might have in 
such business. Such an agreement the Geor- 
gia corporation, by the contract under con- 
sideration, made. Thereby it conferred upon 
the bottlers the right to acquire the syrup 
and it transferred to them an interest in its 
good will and trade-mark and trade name, 
the- cumulative effect of which was the 
transfer of the potential bottling business.

Chicago, November 11.—There are 
@ great many reasons for the home 
shortage in the United States, if}. 
Chicago conditions are a national re- 
flection, The senate committee .on 
reconstruction Thursday night con- 
cluded a two-day session investigai- 
ing this question heré. During that 
time they heard representatives of 
every factor going into building 
construction. They also heard men 
who would like to find houses to 
live in. 

They heard contractors blame 
building material men for charging 


exorbitant prices; material men 
blame the railroads for non-deliv- 
ery; railroa dexecutives blame the 
ery; railroad executives blame the 4 
bad shape, necessitating higher 
rates to recoup; the builders blame 
the labor unions for striking and 
holding up construction as well as 
exacting maximum wages. 

Bankers denied they were holding 
up building by exacting high inter- 
est rates and commissions and com- 
plained of government taxes. Labor 
leaders said wages couldn’t come 
down until living costs did. : 

The progress of the hearing de- 
veloped into an intricate and scien- 
tific “buck passing’ contest during 
which the-representatives of the 
public sat and listened dazedly.— 

Finally, John Donnelley, chair- 
man of the building trades depart- 
ment of the American Federation of 
Labor, summed up the situation. 

“We are all to blame,” he said 
frankly. “Every factor entering 
construction is to blame. The ma- 
terial men have contributed, the 
bankers have contributed, the con- 
tractors, realty men, engineers, 
architects and labor have contribut- 
ed. The question of home shortage 
will be settled when we all get to- 
gether and consider the public's 
need. 

“I pledge to this committee that 
I will do everything in my power 
to stop trouble from labor sources. 
There has been a good deal of labor 
trouble. Part of this was due to, 
unsettled conditions resulting from
